Yes, it was a beautiful plan of God to 
protect Israelites from a plot that will be 
made very soon. 
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Haman who was promoted to a higher 
post was jealous of a man named 
Mordecai; he was also an official in 
king's house. 
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Haman wanted to destroy Mordecai but 
he and his family thought it was a very 
small thing to kill Mordecai alone and so 
they devised a plan to kill the entire 
tribe to which Mordecai belonged to, 
which was "Jews". 



Haman went to the king and got 
permission to execute his plan within a 
few days. 
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But Mordecai who learned about this 
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plan sat before the king's gate wearing 
sack cloth. 

Esther the queen was actually a niece of 
Mordecai, he told her to hide her 
identity as a Jew, and hence Haman 
never knew what was going to happen.

But Reinhard was worried and prayed to God 
to allow him to work in that missionary 
organization because he said he did not want 
to fight with them and to have peace with all 
people. 

But did you know what God replied, God said, 

"If you will not do what I have shown you, 
then I will drop you and choose another man 
to fulfill this vision" 

This shook Reinhard and he 
immediately obeyed God and resigned 
his job and worked for God.
